Jelly Is Pure Food Product 
Manufactured From High 
Grade Wine. Alcohol Dis- 
appears in Manufacture 





Revolutionizing the grape 
juice business throughout this 
section and developing a jelly 
manufacturing. business from 
wine which will make this see- 
tion famous, is the indication 
from present experiments go- 
ing on at the LaFourcade rai- 
sin plant on the Foothill Boule- 
vard between Cucamonga ard 
Ktiwanda. 

The idea is new in this 
country, although it has been 
made a success of in France 
even with the poorer grade of 
wines. With the high grade 
wines manufactured here it is 
believed that the best quality 
wine jelly ean be produced. 

The production of: the jelly 
at the LaFourcade plant is. un- 
der the direction of experts 
who are working with LaF our- 
cade. 

During the past few weeks 
J. B. LaFoureade has been en- 
deavoring to procure a permit 
to make the jelly and the per- 
mit has been delayed because 
dry agents hal to be shown 


ithat all the aleohol was remov- 


ed from the wine in the pro- 
duction of the jelly. 

The jelly is strictly speaking 
a pure food product and not 
only appeals to people who are 
in good health, but espeqally 
to those who are ill 


J. B. LaFoureade, the first 
grape planter in the valley, 
turned the sand into grapes 


and then the grapes into wine. 
On account of the Volstead

Mr. LaFourcades announces 
that he has now employed ex- 
perts to turn the wine into 
jelly, receiving the first per- 
mit from the government to 
be allowed to convert aleohol 
into a good product. This will 
be a life-saver to the growers 
of grapes, as they will now 
have a legitimate market for 
their produet. 

Next year every 
be turned into wine 
into a perfect food product, 
that can be used by ‘the sick, 
and children. 

Mr. LaFourcade has an ideal 
place to manufacture this wine 
jelly, having a $75,000 buila- 
ing. This furnishes a new, 
clean’ factory to handle the 
product. He has 900 acres in 
grapes which will now pro- 
duce a pure food that will re- 
volutionize the grape industry. 

A grand opening will be an- 
nounced at an early date.

Uniform Traffic Laws 
(Riverside Enterprise) 

The’ Auto Club of Southern California is 
now engaged in leading a movement which 
has for its end a uniform traffie law for all 
the municipalities in this end of the state— 
200 ‘of them—cities, not laws. 

The proposed ordinance was prepared large- 
ly by the publie safety and legal departments 
of thé auto club, aided by Dr. Miller .McClin- 
tock, director of the bureau of traffic research 
of the University of California, Southern 
Branch. It is expected also that the city at- 
torneys throughout Southern California will 
be of material aid in whipping the proposed 
standardized traffic law into final shape. 

It is stated in the introduction of the pro- 
posed law that an effort has been made to in- 
elude the simple regulations which have been 


found most desirable by the experience of 


city officials and traffie experts. The propi- 
sions of the ordinance are supptementary to, 
and not in conflict with the California! vehicle 
act. It is so framed that provisions not need- 
ed in particular localities may be eliminated 


without destroying the effectiveness of the re- 
maining sections, 


The matter of uniform traffie laws. for 
Southern California has heen suggested many 
times byas many different localities. So far 
as is known, no other state in the Union has 


attempted to unify its traffie regulations, al- 
though the need exists. in all parts of: the 
country as is indieated hy the Hoover confer- 
ence proposal that national uniform laws be 
prepared for adoption by the various states. 
The desirability of motor travel has long 
been recognized by communities as a consid- 
erable -firancial asset and one that is well 
worth protecting and developing. Traffic ex- 
rts are of the opinion that the proposed 
‘orm ordinance will be a long step for- 
ard in relieving the general traffic sitnation 
nd promoting the safety and comfort of 
vers.

with as much deliberation as their public ser- 
vants act. Thus is every phase of life com- 
mented upon, analyzed and criticized. 

Human beings don’t intend to be hyper- 
critical but under the American constitution 
are supposed to have the right of free speech, 
so they avail themselves of that right. It 
isn’t the tendency to criticize that is depre- 
cated, for constructive criticism is the founda- 
tion of good government and progress, but it 
is the eriti¢ism without charity invariably ex- 
tended to the new thing which presents itself 
in our midst.

Starke were at the bank. Fergu- 
son saw Deputy Botorff’s badge as 
the officer appeared at the side 
door, and left the teller’s window 
hurriedly. As he stepped out of 
the front door, Sheriff Shay grab- 
bed him by the arm. 

Attempts to Destroy Cyecks 

Ferguson attempted to destroy 
nine fictitious bank drafts and half 
a dozen bank books, but Sheriff 
Shay quickly searched the swindler 
and, with the other officers, escort- 
ed him to the county-jail.

GUARD OIL WELL 
AS RUMORS FLY 


Armed guards were yester- 
day patrolling the lease of the 
Hesperia Oil & Gas Company 
near Hesperia, where last Fri- 
day a terrific gas explosion oc- 
curred in the well at a 3100 
foot depth, precipitating re- 
ports that spread quickly 
across the desert that a gusher 
had been struck. 

Officers of the oil company, 
organized principally among 
Covina ranchers, confirmed the 
reports of the gas explosion in 
the well and stated that the 
guards had been instructed to 
keep the curious and visitors 
off the property. Whether this 
is a precautionary measure in 
the event of another explosion 
or is the continued enforcing 
of the syndicate’s policy of se- 
crecy was not announced.

Bocherding, financially destitute 
and stranded at Phoenix, has wired 
the County Weifare Commission 
for aid.

ter, F. W. Van Fleet and John H. 
Klusman, members of the board 
of the Cucamonga Water Co., re- 
cently took a very interesting mo- 
tor trip to the various canyons 
and localities where conservation 
work is being carried on. 

Above Claremont in the mouth 
of San Antonio Canyon and vicin- 
ity, about $50,000 has been spent 
in recent years in building check 
dams, and a huge “return ditch” 
that will carry overflow 
back into the main channel” A 
steam dredging shovel worked for 
the best part of a year in building 
this ditch. 

Along east 21st Street and just 
below Cucamonga Canyon a con- 
servation program is under way, 
financed by the San Antonio Water 
Co. and the Cucamonga Water Co. 
that, when completed, will prove 
of benefit to all residents of this 
Forty men are being em- 
ployed. 

A series of check dams are be- 
ing built in a manner that will 
tend to sink the water in the 
ground where it will be available 
for future irrigation. About fifteen 
men are carrying on the work un- 
der the supervision of R. G. Man- 
ey. 

The largest project to be com- 
pleted during the present year is 
located near the mouth of Lytle 
Creek Canyon, where a huge dam 
has been built across the wash 
and main channel about 2000 feet 
long, and is.of such a permanent 
natureethat it is expected to with- 
stand heavy flood waters. 

The last place visited was in 
the vicinity of East Highland, 
where they, inspected check dams 
and debris cone work in the mouth 
of Santa Ana Canyon that was 
finished about three years ago. At 
present the conservation work in 
this locality is being carried on 
higher up in the mountains at 
Barton Flats. :
